Descript ion of the Naval Base at Oksywie 

1. “The "whole Polish Naval Base at Oksywie is completely fenced off from the ^ 

of the Port of Gdynia. The fence begins by the Timber Harbor and runs at the foo 
of the hills between the villages of Obuze and cf Oksywie. It ends on the sea- 
shore at the Cape of Oksywie. As in the civilian ports of Gdynia re 

this fence is made of cement poles with cement blocks topped with barbed Wire 
stuck in between them. 
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"There are two entrances to the base. One of them is by the road leading from Obuze 
/sic7.alonK the northern limit of the Timber Harbor. The second entrance is 
SorTtne Section of Oksywie village (No. 28). The base has a railway connection 
with the Gdynia Junction. 

"When going to the base from the direction of Obuze and the Timber Harbor, one 
finds at the left the water tower and pumps (No. 20)^ which serve the base. A1

cleterna (No* 4) and farther to the north on a hill is an old unused lighthouse 
(No. 1). Another entrance .gate to the base (No. 28) stands, oh the . road leading 
to Qkcywie, and . on the slope of the hill, there are outlets of underground 
shelters (No* 27) which were constructed by the Germans* These shelters go 
very deep into the hills; some of them nave outlets beyond the .village of 
, Oksywle. They are used at present for storing potatoes and vegetables > v ’but some 
building and electrification works, for an unknown purpose, were going on there.

KT ''The base is very strictly guarded. Guards are posted at every entrance to thfe 
enclosure, and. watch towers have also, been erected in these points* ^ 

Civilian Employees -• t 

15* f Sjulte a large number of civilians are employed in the base* Every one of them, 
whether working in the -shipyard or at the Navy Command, must pass through a 
detailed screening by ’ Informacja 1 • They are issued green-colored passes which 
fold and. contain photographs. Each must take an oath of loyalty. .The base 
employs civilians as office personnel, engineers, foremen, and cooks. Nearly all 
the office of the Command of the Rear is composed of civilians (as is traditional 
r In Poland— Jews in the military quartermaster’s offices). The railway line to 
Oksywie is operated by the civilian personnel of the Polish rail^ys. Civilians 
working on the base who are Party members live in new buildings (No. 17). Non- 
Party civilians live in old and very uncomfortable barracks (No* u £9).
